JERUSALEM (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A Kissin­ 
ger and Sov iet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromy ko will meet 
Tu esday on the island of 
Cy p ru s to discu ss p rosp ects of 
ending the war on the Israeii- 
Sy nan front, a State Dep art­ 
ment sp okesman said today . 
Kissinger and Gromy ko will 
also confer on East-West top ics 
inclu ding chances for a new 
treaty limiting offensiv e nu cle­ 
ar weap ons, said Amb assador 
Rob ert J. MeCloskey , 


U.S. officials dismissed su g­ 
gestions that the American and 
Sov iet env oy might b e getting 
together in Cy p ru s to work ou t 
a 
disengagement

The meeting had the “fu ll u n 
derstanding and ap p rov al of the

The su rp rise meeting was an­ 
nou nced as Kissinger op ened a 
third rou nd of talks in fiv e day s 
with Premier Golda Meir and 
Israeli leaders, seeking a sep a 
ration of the warring forces on 
the Sy rian front. 
The 
Israeli 
gov ernm ent 
showed no signs of y ielding to 
Sy rian demands as it went into 
today ’s rou nd of talks.

sp okesman 
said a cab inet session Su nday 
p rodu ced no decisions on the 
nex t mov e. 
“We are still at the b eginning 
of this whole negotiation,” said 
one Israeli official. “It is all 
flu id and nothing has cry stal­ 
lized,” 
Health Minister Victor Shem- 
tov told newsmen the cab inet 
wou ld meet again today after 
its leaders talk fu rther with 
Kissinger. 
Perhap s the tou ghest decision 
facing the Israelis was whether 
to modify their initial refu sal to 
giv e u p some of the territory 
they seized from Sy ria in the 
1967 war. 
Israel has already signalled 
willingness to giv e u p the terri 
tory it cap tu red from Sy ria last 
Octob er. Bu t the Sy rians are 
demanding that the Israelis re­ 
treat b ehind that line to giv e u p 
the dev astated town of Ku - 
neitra and strategic mou ntain 
areas dotted b y Israeli settle­ 
ments estab lished since 1967 
Premier Golda Meir warned 
in a sp eech Su nday night that 
Israel wou ld dep end less on 
Kissinger’s dip lomacy than on 
its own ‘fight for su rv iv al.”

Teacher salaries are analyzed 


Dix on teachers are somewhat b etter p aid 
than the av erage downstate instru ctors, in 
197 2-7 3, according to a stu dy b y the State 
Office of Pu b lic Instru ction. 
The av erage facu lty memb er salary in 
Dix on was $11,4 4 4 and for a downstate 
teachers was $10,851. 
The salary increases since 1969 for Dix on 
instru ctors was almost identical with those 
of the av erage downstate facu lty memb er, 19.9 
p er cent locally and the statewide av erage 
was 20.0 p er cent. 
The av erage Dix on teacher’s salary for 
this y ear is $12,360, u p 8 p er cent from 197 2-7 3. 
Since writing this series of articles, we 
hav e come u p on a rep ort b y the Federal 
Reserv e Bank of St. Lou is which indicates the 
rate of inflation since 1969 has b een 25.5 p er 
cent. 
This is ab ou t 3 p er cent higher than other 
indicators we had seen. 
The av erage Dix on facu lty memb er 
salary in fiv e y ears ago was $9,537 . 
Today , b ased on 1969 dollars p u rchasing 
p ower, the av erage this y ear of $12,360, is 
$10,4 32 and increase of less than $17 8 p er y ear. 
The salary for a b eginning teacher in here 
this y ear is $8,37 5 and this amou nt b ased on 
the 1969 dollar p u rchasing p ower is $7 ,068 
which is less than the b eginner instru ctor 
salary in 1969. 
In Dix on, in 1969, .005 p er cent of teachers 
receiv ed less than $7 ,000 and among all in­ 
stru ctors in Illinois, 9.9 p er cent were p aid 
less than $7 ,000. 
By 1973 all Dix on and all state instru ctors 
had salaries in ex cess of $7 ,000. 
In 1969, 48 p er cent of Dix on teachers and 
63 p er cent of all state instru ctors receiv ed 
b etween $7 ,000 and $10,000, 
In the p resent y ear, 4 0 p er cent of local 
instru ctors and 21.6 p er cent of all Illinois 
| teachers were p aid from $10,000 to $13,000 


Fiv e y ears ago, 11.4 p er cent of local in­ 
stru ctors and 5.5 p er cent of all statewide 
teachers were p aid more than $13,000. 
In 1969, Dix on teachers’ p ay accou nted 
for 80.9 p er cent of the total ex p enses of the 
Edu cational Fu nd when the national av erage 
was 7 5.9 p er cent. 
Instru ctional salaries in the p resent local 
school b u dget accou nt for 82.5 p er cent of total 
edu cational ex p enses. 
The p er p u p il cost of instru ctional 
salaries in Dix on this y ear is $600; the 
national av erage is $558 and the av erage 
district similar to Dix on’s size in this region 
the cost is $531. 
Projected ex p enses from the Edu cational 


teachers p er school child than for the av erage 
in other districts. 
This fact contrib u tes to Dix on b eing on 
the high side for instru ctional ex p enses. 
A stu dy p u b lished last su mmer b y the 
North Central Association listed teacher p u p il 
ratios for many Illinois high schools. 
Dix on High School has a ratio of 16.2 
stu dents for each teacher. 
Some other ratios are Rochelle, 16.4 ; 
Princeton, 17 .1; Kewanee, 18.7 ; Sterling, 18.9; 
Rock Falls, 17 .6 and Streator, 22.3. 
Beliv dere and Dix on school districts hav e 
many similarities. They hav e almost the 
same assessed v alu ation, their total school 
tax rates are almost the same, and the high

As with other high q u ality serv ices, good 
edu cation costs more. 
The teacher-p u p il ratio in Dix on schools 
is on the low side which means there are more 


schools are ab ou t the same size. 
Dix on has a 16.2 teacher-p u p il ratio b u t 
Belv idere’s is 17 .5. 
The Sp ringfield school district has $4 ,000 
less assessed v alu ation for each stu dent 
than Dix on, b u t the cap ital city ’s school tax 
rate is the same as Dix on. The teacher-p u p il 
ratio in Sp ringfield is 22.7 , 5.5 more stu dents 
p er teacher than in the Dix on district. 
Elgin has a high school tax rate of $4 12 
and has a teacher p u p il ratio of 18.5. 
Ev anston High School has a teacher-p u p il 
ratio of 13.9, lowest for any high school with

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Americans still driving too fast

Two months aner the 55 
mils p er hou r sp eed limit went 
into effent on a nationwide 
b asis, an Associated Press su r­ 
v ey shows Americans hav e 
slowed down a little b u t are 
still driv ing faster than the law 


allows. 
The AP sent rep orters in the 
48 contigu ou s states to driv e on 
the highway s on May 1, keep 
ing at the legal limit of 55 
m.p .h. to see what other motor­ 
ists were doing The AP also 
checked on the nu mb er of 
sp eeding tickets issu ed b efore 
and after the limit was lowered 
and on traffic accidents. 
Among the conclu sions: 
—Am ericans in all b u t a 
handfu l of states, inclu ding 
Wy oming, Wisconsin, Idaho, 
Delaware and Oklahoma, are 
ignoring the 55 m.p .h. limit, 
whizzing b y a driv er who trav ­ 
els at the legal sp eed. 
—The av erage sp eed on most 


highway s is 65 to 7 0 m.p .h., b e­ 
low the sp eeds p eop le u sed to 
trav el when the legal limit was 
70 or 7 5 m.p .h. 
—Police are giv ing ou t more 
tickets. Only one AP rep orter 
— in Indiana — saw a p atrol 
car actu ally p u ll ov er a sp eed 
ing v ehicle Bu t au thorities cite 
statistics to show that they are 
enforcing the law stringently . 
The Kansas Highway Patrol 
said 6,091 arrests for sp eeding 
were made du ring the week 
ended Ap ril 15, u p from 2,352 
arrests in the same week of 
1973. 
—The highway s are safer. 
The National Safety Cou ncil 
say s traffic deaths in March 


were down 25 p er cent from a 
y ear earlier ; Ohio officials say 
107 p ersons died in traffic acci­ 
dents on 
March and Ap ril 
weekends this y ear, comp ared 
to 193 p ersons last y ear ; North 
Dakota au thorities said there 
hav e b een only 31 fatalities so 
far this y ear, comp ared to 52 
last y ear. 
-Sp eeds are creep ing u p as 
gasoline av ailab ility increases.

a 
memb er of the Indep endent Re­ 
p u b lican p arty , ran second with 
8,286,382, or 32.85 p er cent. 
Since the heav y tu rnou t of 25 
million v oters gav e no candi­ 
date a majority , a ru noff mu st 
b e held b etween the two high 
men in two weeks. Bu t the v ot­ 
ers dealt a shattering b low to 


the Gau llist Party , which domi­ 
nated French p olitics for more 
than a decade u nder Presidents 
Charles de Gau lle and Georges 
Pomp idou . 
The official Gau llist candi 
date former Premier Jacq u es 
Chab an Delmas, p olled only 3,- 
693,168 v otes, or 14.64 p er cent, 
in what was b illed as a p ri­ 
m ary 
ag ainst 
Giscard 
d’Estaing, the leader of the ju n 
ior p arty in the Gau llist coali­ 
tion. 
The consensu s of p oliticians

Bo nn’s spy -ch arge arrest o f Gun­ 
ter Guillaume, an assistant and inti­ 
m ate o f West German Ch ancello r 
Willy Brandt, co nfirms h o w deeply 
th is NATO ally ’s go vernment is pen­ 
etrated. 
Beh ind th e scenes, o ur Central 
Intelligence Agency co nsiders it a 
sieve. 
Guillaume’s wife Ch ristel, 46, 
was arrested with h im. He is 47 and 
bo th cam e fro m East Germany 18 
y ears ago as suppo sed refugees 
fro m Co mmunism. But Guillaume is 
th e trained pro duct o f th e East Ger­ 
m an 
intelligence 
service, 
th e 
“ Staatssich erh eitdienst” (STB). 
It is an arm o f th e So viet KGB. 
Th ey o perate to geth er in East Ger­ 
many and, in Mo sco w, th e STB co o p­ 
erates fro m a guarded building at 19 
Stanislabskay o Street, o ppo site th e 
East German Embassy . 
Th e flat ro o f bristles with a fo rest 
o f radio antennae wh ich supply h igh - 
frequency transmissio ns to th e STB 
in East Berling and bo th practice a 
tech nique o f “ Übersch wemmung,” 
o r inundatio n. If o ne agent is caugh t 
o r disappears, h e is replaced by fo ur 
o r five. 
Th e 
East 
German 
apparatus 
calls a trained agent “ Kaltgestallt” 
wh o is “o n ice” waiting to functio n 
and Guillaume was planted “o n ice” 
th ro ugh th e STB by th e KGB. 
In September 1957 th e STB placed 
Guillaume in Brandt’s So cial Demo ­ 
cratic party . In 1964 h e became par­ 
ty secretary in Frankfurt. After 
Brandt was Ch ancello r, th e STB 
co ntrived to h ave Brandt take Guil­ 
laume into h is o ffice. Guillaume ad­ 
vanced into a co nfidential po sitio n 
with Brandt and, o n Feb. 1, 197 3, 
Brandt named h im o ne o f th ree per­ 
so nal assistants. 
Brandt h as in th e Ch ancello ry 
wh at h e calls “ my fish bo wl.” It is a 
large, sh iny , transparent plastic 
ball. It stands several feet fro m th e 
flo o r o n plastic legs and do es no t 
to uch th e flo o r o r ceiling. 
Deeply planted o r remo tely ef­ 
fective listening equipment is no to r­ 
io usly undetectable but Brandt’s 
“ fish bo wl” is a self-co ntained cir- 
cuit-breaker. Th e ligh ts inside are 
neo n tubes h inged fro m th e to p; no 
metal o r co mmunicatio n wires. 
It is furth er pro tected by an a t­ 
mo sph eric pressure-alarm sy stem 
so sensitive th at a bell rings in th e 
guards’ h eadquarters if even a slip 
o f paper mo ves in th e ball wh en it is 
suppo sed to be empty . Cables wh ich 
Brandt securely dictates th ere go by 
h and under guard to th e Ch ancello ry 


co ding mach ines. 
Brandt’s 
“ fish bo wl” 
is 
large 
eno ugh to h o ld a do zen plastic ch airs 
aro und a plastic co nference table— 
at wh ich usually sat Guillaume. 
No w Guillaume is at last re­ 
vealed to be an o fficer in th e East 
German army wo rking fo r th e STB 
and repo rting to th e Kremlin. 
I remember well o ne Heinz Felf, 
wh o lo o ked to me as if h e h ad alrea­ 
dy spent o ne life as a wo lf. Felf was 
ex ch anged back to th e KGB in Feb­ 
ruary 1969. Th e KGB infiltrated h im 
into West Germany th ro ugh th e STB 
and h e o perated 11 y ears befo re 
caugh t. 


Felf delivered to Mo sco w at least 
15,000 intelligence ph o to graph s and 
300 ro lls o f secret films and betray ed 
95 Americans and o th er western un­ 
derco ver o peratives. 
Th ere was as well a frequent 
Bo nn visito r, a Turk named Nah it 
Imre, o ne o f NATO’s financial ex ­ 
perts.

Bv T O M T IE D E 
COLUMBIA, S.C. (N E A )- Six 
y ears after h e was relieved o f h is 
Vietnam co mmand, retired Army 
Gen. William Westmo reland stiil 
finds it necessary to figh t th e o ld 
battle. Every no w and th en a co m­ 
mentato r will infer, o r a publicatio n 
will print, th at Westmo reland was 
th e lo ser in th e So uth east Asian co n­ 
flict. But th e o ld so ldier co unters by 
say ing: “ I did no t lo se,” o r “ We did 
no t lo se,” o r mo re po intedly , “ I am 
no t a defeated general.” 
He do es no t make h is defense vin­ 
dictive, at least no t in public, fo r fist- 
po unding and h air pulling h ave nev­ 
er been h is sty le. No r do es h e sug­ 
gest th at “ 1 wo n,” o r “ We wo n,” be­ 
cause h e was a so ldier to o lo ng (36 
y ears) to imagine Vietnam’s co nfu­ 
sio n as any th ing resembling victo ry 
in a traditio nal sense. 
Rath er,” by pro tecting h is o wn 
part in th e figh t, h e seems to be pro ­ 
tecting th e Army o nly . He is kno wn 
to feel th at a co nventio nal triumph 
was made impo ssible by th e inter­ 
ference o f o verwh elming civilian 
variables, but as fo r th e military ’s 
part h e say s it did wh at it was as­ 
signed to do : Defend So uth Viet­ 
nam fro m military takeo ver and 
pro vide it with th e means to defend 
itself. 
Th e wrinkled-no sed critic will a r­ 
gue th at such defense co st America 
46,000 o f h er so ns, $130 billio n fro m 
h er treasury and much o f h er inter­ 
natio nal virtue, but as a so ldier 
Westmo reland h as never been in a 
po sitio n to argue th e emo tio ns. A 
fo rmer aide ex plains th at th e Gener­ 
al’s jo b was “to do wh at th e co m­ 
mander in ch ief said to do ,” no t 
co unt th e dead o r th e do llars. 
His Vietnam missio n carried with 
it an inescapable h eavy lo ss o f life 
and o th er degradatio ns but h e was 
to o lo ng in unifo rm and to o much 
dedicated to escape th at awful re­ 
spo nsibility with a mo ral retreat. 
Actually , Westmo reland say s h e 
deplo res th e Vietnam waste as much 
as any critic o f th e co nflict Since h is 
retirement last y ear as Army ch ief 
o f staff, and h is civilian with drawal 


Vie tna m not forgotte n 
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to h is h o me state, h e h as h ad th e 
freedo m to ex press h imself so me­ 
wh at mo re candidly o n th e subject. 
His ex pressio ns indicate melanch o ly 
but no t o utrigh t bitterness. He o b­ 
vio usly believes th e lo ss o f life and 
mo ney need no t h ave been as great 
as it was: th e tro uble, h e say s, was 
at least two fo ld. 
First, h e say s, th e military was 
no t allo wed to take th e bo ld actio n 
necessary to end th e co nflict so o ner. 
Fro m th e beginning o f h is co mmand 
(19 64), h is mo ves were scrutinized 
and o ften veto ed by th en-President 
Ly ndo n Jo h nso n and Defense Secre­ 
tary Ro bert McNamara. 
Jo h nso n especially wanted it un­ 
dersto o d th e war wo uld be manipu­ 
lated by plainclo th esmen. During a 
1966 meeting with th e President in 
Ho no lulu, 
Westmo reland 
rem em ­ 
bers Jo h nso n cautio ning h im no t “to 
pull a MacArth ur o n m e,” a refer­ 
ence to th e well kno wn h abit o f th e 
late Do uglas MacArth ur to igno re o r 
circumvent h igh er o rders. 
Westmo reland did suggest so me 
MacArth ur tactics if no t h is insubo r­ 
dinatio n. At o ne po int in th e war, 
Westmo reland planned an amph ib­ 
io us h o o k into No rth Vietnam, a plo y 
h e believed wo uld demo ralize th è 
enemy co mmand as well as put bo r­ 
der-straddling enemy tro o ps be­ 
tween an allied vise. Ho wever, say s 
Westmo reland, “Appro val was de­ 
nied.” 
But perh aps an even greater in­ 
terference into th e co nduct o f th e 
war, say s th e General, was th at o f 
th e American war resisters. He do es 
no t dwell o n th e argument th at anti­ 
war effo rts gave th e co mmunists 
stay ing po wer, rath er h e lo o ks at 
wh at th e situatio n did to th e military 
itself. 
He say s th e large numbers o f 
brigh t y o ung peo ple wh o do dged th e 
draft, o r fled th e co untry , o r wan­ 
gled sch o o l ex emptio ns, left th e mil­ 
itary with a serio usly depleted res­ 
ervo ir fro m wh ich to draw y o ung 
leadersh ip Th e result was th e Army 
h ad to accept larger numbers o f sub­ 
standard junio r o fficers.

mo reland, “ th at so meth ing like My 
Lai wo uld no t h ave h appened if th e 
anti-war fo rces didn’t almo st fo rce 
it to h appen. Galley (co nvicted killer 
o f no nco mbatants Lt. William Cal- 
ley ) wo uld no t h ave been accepted 
into th e service under no rmal cir­ 
cumstances.” 
As it was, Westmo reland inti­ 
mates, th e service h ad to fill slo ts, 
th us an unfo rtunate number o f th o se 
slo ts was filled with seco nd ch o ice 
y o ung men wh o co uld neith er lead 
no r co ntro l th eir fo rces. 
Westmo reland h astens to add 
th at h is latter o pinio n is no t a rap o n 
th e majo rity o f Vietnam co mbatants 
o f wh o m “ I was alway s pro ud.” He 
was in fact mo re th an pro ud o f th em, 
h e was th eir advo cate. It was West­ 
mo reland wh o establish ed th e o ne- 
vear to ur in Vietnam, and mo st o f 
th e co mfo rts in th e o th erwise un­ 
co mfo rtable th eater (h o t meals o n 
patro ls, pro lific pass righ ts) were 
th e general’s decisio ns. 
As a m atter o f fact, say s West­ 
mo reland, “ I’m still th inking o f th e 
Vietnam veterans. I wo uld like to 
see th em treated better h ere at 
h o me.” Westmo reland say s h e re­ 
cently sent a letter to th e Vererans 
Administratio n asking fo r th e facts 
o n th e GI benefit co ntro versy , and 
go t back “ th e wo rst bunch o f go b- 
bly dego o k I ever saw.” 
Despite VA go bble, Westmo re­ 
land believes th e Viet vets do suffer 
fro m th at unpo pular war. “ In term s

cally o ut o f it, Westmo reland still 
maintains th e ligh t at th e end o f th e 
tunnel will no t dim He canno t, o r at 
least do es no t want to , believe th at a 
decade’s presence o f so me 2 5 mil­ 
lio n U.S. so ldiers o ver th ere was 
meaningless.

th e tentative U.S. feelers elsewh ere 
in th e area.

Men h ere wh o deal clo sely but 
uno fficially with th e Middle E ast­ 
erners see signs th at a gro wing 
number o f Arabs with influence 
want to get th e Russians o ut. Th ey 
are afraid o f So viet po w er-nex t 
do o r Th ey find th e Russians crude, 
o verbearing and do mineering, see­ 
ing th ings o nly in th eir o wn way . 
It is American tech no lo gy and 
American management th ese Arabs 
admire, no t Russian Th eir ties to 
Russia, th ey say privately , h as been 
a m arriage o f co nvenience. Th e 
USSR wo uld supply weapo ns wh en 
th e United States wo uld no t. Mo sco w 
wo uld back th eir cause publicly 
wh en Wash ingto n was defending Is­ 
rael. Even as th ey were accepting 
massive Russian military assist­ 
ance th ey were pressing do wn even 
mo re h eavily o n So viet attempts to 
strength en Co mmunist and Co mmu­ 
nist sy mpath izing parties in th eir 
h o melands. 
It is o nly in Sy ria and Iraq amo ng 
th e majo r Middle East co untries 
th at th e Russians seem to h ave 
made steady but uncertain gains 
Th e go vernments o f th ese two lands 
arc si> unstable, h o wever, th at Mo s­ 
co w mo st certainly can h ave no co n­ 
fidence its influence will last fo r lo ng 
o r co unt fo r much . 
Th e do minant belief in Wash ing­ 
to n amo ng th o se wh o make fo reign 
po licy is th at Mo sco w will no t be 
h appy o r cease its fish ing in tro ubled 
Middle East waters until it h as so me 
reco gnized po sitio n in th e area and 
in th e settlement o f Middle East 
pro blems.

Th e Germans h ave been lo o king 
at th e pro blem, to o , and th ey are 
no w upping th e sums th eir parties 
get fro m the* state. Since 1966 every 
vo te cast fo r a given party h as 
earne*d th at party DM2.5 ($1.30). 
Th at is no w being raised, by general 
party co nsent, to abo ut $1.80 pe*r 
vo te. 
Of th e o th er seven members o f 
th e Euro pean co mmunity , o nly Den­ 
mark gives its po litical parties mo n 
ey o ut o f public funds Each party 
receives $562 a y ear fo r each seat it 
h o lds in parliament, and in additio n 
gets a lump sum o f $1,825 a y ear if it 
* h as between fo ur and eigh t seats, 
and $3,7 50 if it h as nine o r mo re 
seats. Th is is small beer co mpared 
with wh at th e German and Italian 
parties h ave vo ted th emselves 
Th e French pro vide so me h elp 
to wards candidates’ ex penses at 
electio n time. Presidential candi­ 
dates wh o receive mo re th an five 
per cent o f the* natio nal vo te can 
claim abo ut $21,150 to h elp to repay 
th eir electio n co sts. Candidates in 
parliamentary and lo cal electio ns 
arc* paid back th e co st o f printing 
th eir po sters and h ando uts. 
I h e no n EEC Scandinavians are 
mo re genero us. Th e No rwegians al­ 
lo t to th e majo r po litical parties ev­ 
ery y ear a sum divided between 
th em acco rding to th e number o f 
vo tes th ey wo n in th e previo us elec­ 
tio n, in 197 3 th is amo unted to $2,100 - 
000, 
On to p o f th is each party repre­ 
sented in parliament is given a grant 
to wards th e co st o f maintaining its 
press o ffice and its parliamentary 
secretariat. Th e Swedes h ave a sim­ 
pler sy stem Each party gets $1,500 
a y ear fo r each member it h as in 
parliament, and it can use th e mo n­ 
ey as it likes. 
I h e Dutch and th e Swiss are 
th inking abo ut do ing so meth ing, but 
alth o ugh vario us pro po sals h ave 
been kicked aro und th ere is no sign 
th at th eir parliaments o r electo rates 
are enth usiastic to put th is ex tra 
burden o n th e tax pay er—o r even 
abo ut th e principle o f th e th ing.

Another 25 contacted in an 
Associated Press survey say 
they are preparing to make a 
public accounting of their fi­ 
nances or are considering that 
step. 
Full 
public 
disclosure 
by 
members of Congress is not re­ 
quired by law. 
House members must file 
with an ethics committee a 
form listing business interests, 
but the worth of those interests 
is kept confidential by the pan­ 
el. 
Senators must file with the 
comptroller general a copy of 
their federal income tax return 
and a list of finances not cov­ 
ered in the return. The infor­ 
mation also is confidential. 
The Senate twice has passed 
legislation requiring fuller dis­ 
closure. The House, however, 
has acted on neither bill. 
Most members who 
have 
moved on their own to disclose 
their finances say they did so 
in an attempt to restore the 
credibility of government, espe­ 
cially in light of Watergate. 
‘‘Those of us who have been 
elected to the legislative branch 
can help restore credibility in 


government by being frank and 
open in all respects,” says Sen 
Frank E. Moss, D-Utah. "One 
way to be candid is to make 
full disclosure of personal fi­ 
nances.” 
Moss gives an accounting ev­ 
ery two years. His most recent 
statemen listed $118.636 in as­ 
sets, against $126.917 in liabi­ 
lities. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum. D- 
Ohio, disclosed his net financial 
worth immediately upon being 
appointed to serve out the re­ 
mainder of Atty. Gen William 
B. Saxbe’s term. He said dis­ 
closure was important because 
"public confidence in the integ 
rity of government has fallen to 
its lowest point.” 
Metzenbaum. with a reported 
net worth of $3.6 million, is 
among the wealthiest members 
of Congress. But some of the 
richest men in Congress have 
not disclosed. They include Sen. 
Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass.; 
Sen. James Buckley, Con.-R - 
N.Y.; and Sen Charles Percy, 
R 111. 
Buckley says he receives 
about 200,000 letters each year 
from constituents, but has nev­ 
er been asked to make an ac­ 
counting.

How you select your seeds for 
your garden is of prim e im ­ 
portance. It can m ean success 
or failure. 
R ead the labels 
c a re fully . U nd e rsta nd w hat 
they m ean. For m ost seeds, 
labels required by the F ederal 
Seeds Act show the k ind and 
variety , the purity and the 
germ ination that can be ex ­ 
pected. However, for vegetable 
seed in less than one-pound 
pack ages, only the k ind and 
variety need be listed if the 
se e d s 
m e e t 
ge rm ina tion 
standards. 
Some seed m anufacturers go 
a step further. They state the 
germ ination percentage which 
indicates the percentage of the 
seeds that can be ex pected to 
ge rm ina te und e r fa vora b le 
cond itions. 
O b viously , 
the 
higher the germ ination ra te the 
few er seeds you will 
need. 
R em em ber, 
the 
germ ination 
will decline as the seeds get 
older, 
especially 
in 
hot 
or 
hum id areas. 
O ther listings include the net 
w eight of the seeds or the 
num ber in the pack age. The 
am ount of seeds needed to plant 
a row or the num ber of hills 
sufficient to supply a household 
are usually given. For ex am ­ 
ple, 15 or 20 cucum bers seeds 
m ay 
be 
enough 
w he re a s 
se ve ra l hund re d le ttuc e or 
radish seeds m ay be required. 
Some gard eners attem pt to 
save their own seeds for use the

y ear.

practice. 
All states have seed laws 
requiring truthful labeling The 
Federal Seed Act com plem ents 
these state laws by regulating 
all seed m oving between the 
states and im ported seed The 
U.S. 
A gricultural 
M ark eting 
Service adm inisters and en­ 
forces the law with the help of 
state seed agencies in each of 
the 50 states. 
Before you spend money on 
first class seeds, a supply of 
adequate garden tools, bags of 
fe rtiliz e r and othe r things 
re q uire d for 
p rop e r 
hom e 
ga rd e ning, be c e rta in you 
definitely want to start your 
own garden. Are you prepared 
to work steadily at weeding and 
fertilizing, etc., until you can 
eat the fresh vegetables9 It 
often is a daily job, and a long 
one, too, but it is worth every 
m inute you put into it.

FAMILY LIB By JOANNE and LEW KOCH 
Bridging the 
work-study gap 


(N ote: Today’s colum n is w ritten by Lew.) 
If one accepts the prem ise, as I do, that our schools a re continu­ 
ing to turn out im m ature students ra the r than young m en and w om ­ 
en realistically prepared for the world of work , then som ething 
drastic has to be done. 
That w as the conclusion of the P anel on Youth of the P re si­ 
d ent’s Science Advisory C om m ittee, and they followed it up with 
som e specific recom m endations to rem edy the situation. 
F irst of all, the panel believes we should do aw ay with those 
giant, conglom erate high schools which try to be everything to ev­ 
ery student. Instead, the schools should be brok en down into sub­ 
units, specializing in specific academ ic a re a s—and then let the stu­ 
dent choose which area of study and which school he or she w ants 
In this way, one school can have a truly ex cellent science facul­ 
ty and another, a terrific m usic departm ent. Schools could cater to 
students interested in publishing, a rt, m edical sciences—a ttracting 
them from every social, econom ic and racial group. 
N ex t, the panel recom m ends that students be put to work . 
At the very least, older students should be m ade responsible for 
tutoring younger students, helping to guide them through unfam i­ 
liar academ ic territories. Another profitable way of putting older 
students to work is to locate day care centers in the schools, an idea 
which has w ork ed successfully in m ore than 200 com m unities Stu­ 
dents caring for young children not only get m eaningful, responsi­ 
ble w ork , they also learn som e of the realities of their future p a r­ 
enthood. 
B ecause w e’ve isolated the young from the adult world, the 
young have learned m ost of their sk ills, culture, ideas and inform a­ 
tion from other young people. In order to break that cycle, high 
schools should begin acting as em ploym ent agencies, putting k ids 
to work part-tim e so the k ids have a chance to pick up inform ation 
from the real world. Work and study could be alternated, one half 
day in school, one half day work ing or one sem ester of education, 
one of w ork . 
The available research reveals that Peace Corps volunteers 
w ere found to be m ore toughm inded, realistic, independent and 
self-directed than other young people without such ex perience. 
A ren’t those the very qualities adults want to see in young people? 
Then why not increase the range of work ex perience offered to 
young people? 
Finally, the panel recom m ends that every young person be giv­ 
en a “voucher,” good for four y ears of college, redeem able any 
tim e in a person’s life That way, the "youthful” ex perience of high 
school isn’t im m ediately followed by the “youthful” ex perience of 
college. 
P arent-T eacher Associations around the country m ust tak e the 
first step by reading and discussing the panel’s recom m endations 
(published as “ Youth: T ransition to Adulthood,” U. of Chicago 
P ress, $1.95). 
The nex t step is im plem entation of som e of those suggestions. 
This country c a n’t afford to have a secretary of the T reasury who 
doesn’t k now Adam Sm ith's “ W ealth of N ations” from Abbie Hoff­ 
m an’s “ Steal This Book .”

fices hav e a staff of 14 persons, 
of which 10 of the professional 
staff hav e earned at least their 
Masters Degree 
John McCoy , who su perv ises 
the Sterling office, also su per­ 
v ises St. Vincent’s, St Francis 
School for Ex ceptional Chil­ 
dren and St. Joseph Home 
for the Aged in Freeport. He 
ou tlined the programs at each 
of these facilities. 
St. V incent’s which was 
opened in 1900 has serv ed ov er 
27,000 needy children in the 
past Their program has re­ 
cently been changed and they 
now hav e a residential grou p 
care facility which inclu des a 
Special You th Care program 
where they can care for 5 0 re­ 
tarded children ag es 12-18 
y ears of age. This is a residen 
tial setting for training to giv e 
these persons sk ill in sensory 
and motor sk ills and in general 
to giv e them a sense of well­ 
being 
Another one of St. Vincent’s 
programs is a commu nity liv ing 
residential facility for those 18 
and ov er This program giv es 
training to enable the person to 
retu rn to independent liv ing in 
the commu nity . 
In the ¿^fanning stage is a 
fam ily care facility 
This 
facility , when completed, will 
offer tem porary 
care for 
children or families in time of 


stress or difficu lty . Assistance 
will be giv en to these families 
while they are liv ing here to 
help them to retu rn home and 
be able to cope with their dif­ 
ficu lties as soon as possible. 
St. Francis School for Ex cep­ 
tional Children in Freeport has 
been in operation for six y ears. 
There is a limit of 32 retarded 
children ages 4-12 that can be 
accepted at one time. These 
children 
are 
giv en 
in­ 
div idu alized attention 
and 
trained to help themselv es in 
many way s. There are 42 staff 
members work ing with these 
children and Sister Lu cetta and 
Sister Dion who head the pro­ 
gram are dedicated sisters. A 
recent tou r of the facility by the 
Sterling office staff showed a 
v ery impresiv e program for 
these children. 
St. Joseph Home for the Aged 
has a facility for 90 in their 
sheltered care and can care for 
30 persons who need nu rsing 
care. Phy sical, social and 
spiritu al nees are of im ­ 
portance in this plan. There is 
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daily Mass and Commu nion. 
All of these are ex cellent care 
facilities av ailable in ou r area. 
Jim Ku rtz, ex ecu tiv e director 
of the Elgin Catholic Social Ser­ 
v ice office adv ises that there 
are 5 00 Catholic Social Serv ices 
offices throu ghou t the United 
States and there are additional 
offices in foreign cou ntries. He 
told of the work of Illinois 
Catholic Charities and the Na­ 
tional 
Conference 
of 
Catholic 
C harities, 
which 
helps to gu ide the planning of 
programs offered by all the 
Catholic Social Serv ice offices. 
F ather Beau v ais, in his 
closing remark s, said that the 
focu s for the fu tu re of Catholic 
Social Serv ice will be a con­ 
tinu ing commitment to offering 
serv ices and these serv ices will 
adapt to the changing needs of 
each commu nity .
